At the rncetin*; of the ftimlinK eom- 


mhteej of the Council last night the 
:pcc.al committee consigns of Coun- 
cilmen SchafTcr, Mccsc and Leramon 
ajipo.ntcd to investigate and report on 
the billboard ordinance and the propo- 
sition to increase the license reported 
iubi*ant>aliy as follows: 


The committee found no reasonable 


objection 
to the matter of the bill- 


boards; there was practically no objec- 
tion to the boards on the part of the 
public, and, in general, the boards were 
hrnily ccnt.ructed. T<he commt.tee rec- 
ommended that hereafter no boards or 
advertising fences be constructed over 
ten feet m height, and that all indiv- 
viduals, firms or corporations engaged 
in the business of advertiMn*; pay a 
license nf 150 per quarter ms.ead of ? 10 
as at present. 


This report and the accompanying 


rccommcndationi evoked extended dis- 
cussion. Councilman SchafTer, as chair- 
man of the special oommi.tcc, m suit- 
port of the recommendations of his 
committee, said: 
- 


"There is one firm that is doing the 


greater p-rt of the advertising and owns 
its 
billboards; that is the firm ot 


Owens, Varney &. Green. The commit- 
tee found the firm very fair in regard 
to the matter and said it stood ready at 
any time to remove any board that the 
city or authorized a&:nt rr.in?it demand 
if it proved objectionable. 
On that 


\oluntary offer the committee deemed 
it a InrcUhip to order all -boards reduced 
to a height of ten feet, as the company 
had many boards twenty feet hi height 
out on the marsh or along the water 
from and out in vacant lots and on hi I- 
fiuci \\licrcthcy i.ncrutcd with to one. 
The company has over $13,000 invested 
in the bu>ineM in this city and is in the 
opinion of the committee, intitled to 
••ome consideration. The firm at pres- 
ent has n crew of men KW"K about the 
city examining-.he boards ar.d <trcngth- 
cnmg them wherever nccc'jsry." 


OTHER POSTP.RS. 


The committee also a«ccrtained that 


there v\crc fevtral pirticj who had 
erected boards in the ciiy but who were 
pa>mg no license. Among Oicse are 
Jacobs & Co. and SeMcnberg & Co. of 
San 1'rancfco, who arfvcr isc the r ovsn 
poods. In view of this fact, the com- 
mi.tce n-commcndcd a licente for bill- 
boards of $50 per quarter. I'or iho*c 
who tack cards on buildings, polci 
i,it 


in cars the committee thour-ht i • rn- 
cral lice-re of SJJ per quarter would 
be MiOicicnt. 


The license proposition was argued 


at length, and it was shown that there 
were two or three firms engaged in the 
business on a 'mailer 'cale. Il was 
finally agreed that the imposition of an 
omnibus license of $50 would result in 
driving all-.tic 'mailer firms out of liu-i- 
ncsi and crcite a tnoioply in one firm. 


This was conceded to be unfa r, fo the 


quesrion reverted to the old proposi- 
tion of licensing them accord.ng to their 
revenue. *o much per <quarc foot of 
board per quarter.

Any way, it is a violation of English traditions 
to deny n political e.xile the right of asylum Great Britain 
has always bren a haven for the political exiles of Europe, 
and it is scarcely probable that she will raise an issue with 
other countries for following tocr example.
